Foothow is now. practically finish- 
ad. It is in the Chong Ha Ciu 
district, (nea the Nantai Y.M.C. 
A.), one of the busiest and most 
prosperous of Foochow,

ouilding “yet erected In’ Fue

When the plan of building the 
Cathedral was first outlined, ‘the 
amount considered tiecessary was 
$30,000, but already dver $55,000 
has been expended, and probably 
a further $15,000 will be needed, 
for the furniture, Pastor's house 
ete., before the seuheme is com- 
plete. Receipls to date are over 
$30,000, rather more than half 
being from Chitiese sources, and 
it is hoped that the whole will be 
free of debt before the date for 
the consecration, This is Plan- 
ned for .May, 1927, when, for’ the 
first time, the General Synod of 
the. C.H.S.K.H,, representing all 
the eleven Chinese dioceses, is to 
meet in Foochow. Already, how- 
ever, services are being held 
every Sunday in the Cathedral, 
which was first used far this pure 
pose on Christmas Day. .

New York, April 2 
$ “non'mously approves 
‘ratification of the Italian 
debt sctilement as being the only 
practicable thing to: do, the view

The terms of the Italian debt 
setllement are that Italy is grant. 
ed sixty-two years in which to. re- 
pay the debt. ». During the first 
five years no Interest will be paid, 
whilst the rate for the next’ ten 
Years ‘will be one-tighth Af one 
per cents, thereafter gradually in- 
creasing to one per cent. where 
it will remain betWeen 1960 and 
1980. » The rate for Lhe last seven 
years will be two per cent. The 
settlement means that ‘for the origi- 
nal debt of 1,648 million dollars; 
American will receive a total of 
2,407 million.
